THE HOME MAIL. |KOWLDON MOTOR CaSE.| 


7 Another Dissppointing 
ience. 


In view of the general dis- 
appointment felt atthe non- 
arrival of a Home mail by the as. 
Nippon yésterdas, some oexplana- 
tion. of the circumstancea will 
donbiless be appreciated by our 
readers, Tho local Post Office 
had for some days previously 
notified that a Home mail would 
be arriving by the vessel, bat no 
blame mus! be attached to the 
local, officiala, aa the following 
facts will show. 

zis the custam of the Singapore 
postal authorities to natify the 
Hongkong office of the dispatch 
of Home mail for this Port, and 
a cablo was received in the 
Colony. giving the name of the 
Nippoo. The natural assumption 
here was that the mail from 
London, dated November 1, had 
arrived in time. ta catch 
tho boat, and the focal public were 
advised accordingly. Surprising- 
Iy enough. it was discovered when 
the Nippon arrived ‘that she only 
had on board the northern 
portion of the tome mail dated 
London, Nevember 4, althouzh 
the Hongkong portion of that 
mail had arrived some days nre- 
viously. This northern portion of 
the mail had to be transhipped 
here and was dua to leave by a 
northern-going boat to-day. 

The way in-which Hofskong 
mails have been mis-bandled in 
Singapore is now quite notorious, 
and we can give an interesting 
instance of how the Singapore 
manage to do game. 
thing else but the best 
Akthouzh the “23. Nippon 
left Singapore on December 3rd, 
it would hase been far better if 
the norshern mail had been kept 
adav longer and placed on board 
the NLY.K.s.s. Shidzaoke Maru, 
for this fast mail steamer arrived 
in Hongkong earlier than the 
Nippon and left azain for the 
north after only s few hours’ 
stay. Notoaly would the rorthern 
mail have srrived in Shanzhai 
much earlier than it will now, but 
the work of transhipment could 
have been saved the Hongkong 
postal gaff. 

Some time ago it was publicly 
stated that Singapore had been 
requested to watch Hongkong’s 
interests a little more closely as 
regards the forwarding of mail. 
and it would seem as though 
another reminder would no: be 
amisa.

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Reckless Driving in 
Nathan Road. 


A Chinese chauffeur employed 
by the Dragon Motor Depot at 
their Kowloon gutue. was charg. 
ed at the instance of the D.S.P. 
(Mr. T. H. King), before Mr. N.L. 
Smith this morning with reckless 
driving. 1 

Mr. King said that at 620 p.m: 
on the 7th instant, he was driving 
in his carat Kowloon and came 
within sight of the defendant's 
car which was being driven at the 
rate of between 25 and 30 miles 
an hour at Nathan Road. He 
followed ip his own car through 
several roads, but lost trace of 
the defendant. As witness 
had taken a noteaf the number 
of the car, he was able to trace 
it to the Dragon Garage On 
examining the car he fonod that 
the engines were quite warm. 


Mr. A. A. Wilsons, of the Dragon 
Motor Depo:, stared that the 
Car was driven out at 6.45 
but returned to the Garage 
at 9.45. He contended 
that Mr. King waa mistaken in 
thinking that the car he bad seen 
driving recklessly was the Com- 
pany's Car. .

—BOYS THREATENED. — 


Prisoners of the ‘ Dead- 
wood Dick” Type. 


Before Mr. N. L. Smith. at the 
Police Court this moming, two 
Chinese boys were ehasced, at 
the instance of Inspector Graa:, 
with uttering threaza in an ate 
tempt to induce a number of 
Chinese schoolboys to join an 
unlawful Sociezy. 

Tn relating the facts, the In- 
spector stated that on Friday 
last the two prisoners, along with 
aman, intercepted four scheol- 
boys outside their school in 
Queen’ Rosd and icduced 
them by threats to hand over 
moneys to them. The schoolboys 
each gave 75 cents "to the 
prisoners, but on the following 
day they intarcep'ed therm, this 
time with the demand that they 
hand over a sum of $15 each, as 
fee for membership of the Society 
in question. Receiving unsatis- 
factory replies. the privoners went 
away, bu: om Sunday, managed to 
again intercept one of the baya, 
and used dire threats. This boy. 
with bis elder Lrother, went tothe 
Camtr.E Police Station, where 
they reported the affair to the 
Police. The Inspector banded to 
him’ a marked banknote, the 
aumber of which was’ previousty 


fnoted, and told the boy to hand 


it over to the prisoners when they 
again pressed their demands, 
This ruse was carried 30 by the 
boy in the presence of two 
Chinese detectives; who eventu- 


ally arrested the two defendants |. 


but were unable to trace their 
older accomplice.’

TX.—Traffie in Coolies. 
Much interest was shown 
in the proceedings at tha! 
Legislative Council in June, 
1867, relating to the abuses of the 
Coolie trade, An Orditiance war 
introduced by the Governor for 
the purpose." of making further 
Provision for better securing tho 
health of emigrants in Chinese 
Passenger shipa clearing from 
Hongkong.” The Ordinance had 
Opponents on the ground that, in 
view of the atrocities which were 
perpetrated at other ports, the 
caly proper plan was to abolish 
the cooliea trade -a together. As 
conducted at Hongkong thare 
were oct pérhaps any great evils 
in the sys:erm, bat coolies along 
various ports of. the coast ware 
taduced tovolunteer as emigrants 
and were then sold to traders at 
Macao, where an iniquitous slave- 
traffic, mostly to the Woat Indies, 
had grown up. The Chief Justice 
and others contended tha: tha 
onty way for Englishien to put 
themselves in a position to re- 
Moastrate successfolly against 
the abuses perpetrated at Macao 
was to entiraly abolish coolia 
emigration” from Hongkong. 
The Governor, on the other hand, 
argued thas the Imperial Govern. 
ment had sanctioned thepracticag 
Sod the Ordinance was passed, 
but a memorial was presented to 
the Governor, who transmitted it 
to the Home authorities while 
contending that a mora judicious 
31m would be to assimilate the 
emigration system of the Colony 
more closely to tha: sanctioned 
by the Chinesxa Government in 
reference to emigration from the 
Trea y Ports. The Ordinance 
was eventually re-enacted with 
certain alterutions under instrne:- 
Jidns from the Imperial Govern- 

mene. . 


ANTLSLAVERY SOCIETY 
MOVEMENT. 


In Decamber, 1869, the Anti- 

lavery Sosiety, ia coajonction 
with the Social Science Associa- 
tion, held a meeting in connection 
with the subject, and made certain 
tepresentations to tha Govern. 
ment. Mr. Hastings, QOC., the 
Chairman of the Social Science 
Assovation, drew up a strongly- 
worded masifesto, but appears to 
bave concerned himself chiafy 
with a technical question as to thd 
position of the Attorney-General 
as public prosecutor. 

In 1873, after having been 
allowed to slamber for sometima, 
the coolie traffic again engaged 
the attention of the Legislative 
Council. Ordinance No. 3 of 1873 
was passed on the 24th of April, 
this having relation to Chinese 
emigrant ships. On the 6thof 
May Ordinance No, 5 of 1873, 
also relating to Chinese emigrant 


3[ ships, passed the Legislature, and pe: 
‘(on the eighth of the same month 


Ordinance No. 6 of 1873 “ for the 
better protection of Chinese wo- 
men and female Children, and for 
the. repression of cartain abuses 
in relation to Chinese emigra- 
tion,” likewise received legislative 
sanction.

masks, They attacked three of 
the gardeners, ono of whom 
stilt lay io a bad 
condition at the Hospital.

TOWARDS IRISH PEACE. 


|) The recent news from Home anens the Irish situation yoes to 
show thata really genuine attersp: 1s being made by the Govern- 
ment; under the lead of Mr. Lloyd Uieorge, to bring about the mach- 
desired pacification of that chstrassed littl country, although the 
over-night news. of the distressing happenings at Cork show 
that the end of the troubles has not come yet. The recent 
receipt of a “pzace offer” froin Father O'Flanagan, on behalf of 
the Sinn Fein organizaion, gave an -opening that bas, apparently, 
been taken the fullest possiu.e advantage of, and ‘the statement of 
Mr. Lloyd George in the House uf Cominons on Saturday should do 
much toclearthe way for a complete undetstanding, But there 
are still some very real difficulties to. be overcome, po: the least of 
which is the attitude of Irish exisemists. 

Tt might be argued with very sound reasoning that it is not the 
function of a governmens: to di 3" peace” with rebels; but that 
its duty rather lies in enforcing obedience to laws. The Irish 
extremists ate rebe's, acting in armed defiance to the properiy 
constituted government o thers, and, looking at the matter from 
a purely legs] standeas ithed to nothing morm than 
stern repressiuon. dhe has tried to enforce law 
and. order with oa the result of which 
has been an even opposition and the adoption 
of murderous crit Ie frequently asserted that 
crime and tawlessnes3 mus! ¢ bs stopped before there can be 
any serious consieration given’ tu the political demands of the 
Irish people. ‘The-Home Rue Bill, now efore Paciiament, falls very 
far short of whas will satisfy true trish aspirations, but Irishmencan 
expect little more than that whils: gangs of defiant and unscrupulous 
men terrorise tue forces of the Crown and also their fellow nationals 
who think different puliticaily. After many days and many murders, 
the Government has now decided todeclare Martial Law, in Cork, 
Tipperary. Kerry and Limerick and apply itself seriously to the 
task of eradicating armed opposition. Inthis step we think is will 
have the moral support ofall who ara looking for the speedy re- 
storation of peacelul conditions. ‘The Government have, in the 
words of Mr. Lloyd George. moved with some hesitancy—in fact wa 
are inclined to think with too much hesitancy. [f stricter measures 
and sterner action had been apolied earlier wo think we should have 
heard less of Irish outrages. The insurgent forces have, we are 
told, been driven tothe hills and it is necessary that they should be 
captured and broken up. Arms and uniforms will have to be 
surrendered and al! persons found in possession after s& certain date 
will be liable to be treated.as rebels and shot, after due court martial 
enquiry. It is nota bit paradoxical for the British Government to 
do this whilst declaring its anxiety to restore peace, for the only 
way to peace is the breaking up of the organisations which are now 
directing the campaign of crime and outrage. When that is ‘done 
then the road will be open toe better understanding. The Govern- 
mont has declared that it is ready now to enter into conversations 
with the representatives of moderate Sina Fein opinion in Ireland 

. and if Father O'Flanagan's party caras to accept the offer it can be 
party tos complote discossion of the whole Irish situation. We 
trust that out of this offer some tangible good will come. 

Cortain it is that the Homa Rals Bill which was being considered 

+ by the House of Lords last week, does not represent the wishes of 
the roajority of Irishmen. To what extent the Government is pre- 
pared to: enlarge its grant of self-government remains to be seen, 
but it bas laid down fondamental conditions which will retain 

“Treland as part of the British Empire, give her no army or navy of 

her own, and closely control her finances. Irishmen are asking for 
more than they have been given and-we think that tbe British 
people as e whale would be prepared to give them more if there 
wore an assurance that lawlessness and armed resistance to 
authority would cease. Irishmen have to be protected as well. as 
conceded to end there is a double burden on the Government 
North and South have legitimate cleims, the Empire has- a 
legitimate claim, and tbe task of evolving. measure satisfactory to 
the three parties is by nd means an easy one. If moderate Irishmen 
would give aid, as is now invited, the result should be ac acceptable 
guo; one that will spell pesco—the peace so long desired. >

When the order was cabled. it 
appears that the sallers here 
wired back that they could only 
execute the same provided the 
buyers would accept 150 tons of 
white Java fine sugar instead of 
gtanolated, the reason for this 
being that only 150 tons of 
Branolared could be obtained on 
the market.at the time. In the 
meantime. sredit had been wired 
out for 500 tons Java white refined 
granulated, and a cable was sent 
back requesting that the credit 
ba altered to reed 150 tons white 
Java granulated and 350 tons 
Java fine.

The writer of the article has 
apparently not read what has 
appeared in the TelegrepA or alse 
he would not say that I have 
accased American business men 
generally of all the crimes on the 
commarcial calendar. He is 
bopelessly at sea when be accuses 
me of imputing to the Americans 
in general base practices, but it 
must be conceded that some of the 
houses in San Francisco have 
been resorting to methods that 
have brought discredit to the fair 
name which is held by Americans 
in this part of the world. The 
article states that there has been 
no single case of rejection of rice 
seot.to San Francisco. That is 
not quite true. ‘There may not 
have been rejections of shipments, 
drawn under letters of credit, for 
San Francisco, but there bave been 
rejections on shipments to Cuba. 
San Francisco houses bought the 
rice for shipment direct to Cuba, 
and they would in the ordinary 
way Teceive the documents at 
San Franciscoand then send them 
to their buyers in Cuba. These 
may not have been direct ship- 
menis to San Francisco, but that 
does no: prove that the San 
‘Francisco houses were not in- 
terested. These transactions 
were mostly pat through by San 
Francisco merchants. We in 
Hongkong did no: know the 
buyers in Cada, the transactions 
being between San Francisco and 
Hongkong. ‘We, therefore,do not 
care a brass farthing what 
the Cubans did with the’ San 
Francisco people, and the 
rejections by the Cubans do not 
justify the San Francisco Louses 
in dishonovring on very lame 
pretexts the bills drawn by. us 
upon them. Two wrongs do not 
make one rigbt.. Ibis stated that

One American in Hongkong 
osively remarked the otber day 
that no kick shovid be forth- 
coming from the Hongkong 
exporters as they fared 
better than others. It was 
pointed out by him that even if 
the losses by such rejections by 
San Francisco honses of contracts 
made with Hongkong mer- 
chants amounted to a million 
dollars, the people in San 
Francisco had lost many millions, 
while Saigon’s. losses were 
heavier than Hongkong’s. That 
ig a pretty illustration of the 
angle of view of some people. 
Rice shipped to San Francisco 
may not have been rejected, bat 
shipments made to Havana to 
the order of San Francisco 
merchants have . been and 
in ‘such cases it is the San 
Francisco houses who are re- 
sponsible to Hongkong exporters 
and not the Cubans. It is for 
that reason that’ I suggested, 
when reviowing the article that 
appeared in an issue of Wellish’s
